Puffballs are the safest of al] fungi 
for the beginner, none of them l»eing 
poisonous, and they are at the sam e 
tim e exi'cllent 
and easy to obtain 
writes W illiam A. Morrill, assistant 
director of the New York botanical gar 
den, In the American Museum Journal 
Being tender, they cook quickly aud 
are easily digested. 
They should as a 
rule l*e cut open liefer© cooking to see 
that they are not too old and th a t they 
are really puffballs. 
If they are w hite 
and firm like cream cheese Inside, abow 
lug no yellow or brownish discolora­ 
tion. they are of the right age to use 
lf the Interior show s no special stru c­ 
tures, but is smooth ami homogeneous, 
then chic may Is* sure lie lins a puffball. 
The “egg” of the deadly am ar 'ta con 
talus tile young cap aud stem inside. 
which are readily *<*011 w ben tile “ egg” 
iv cut, and the “egg” of the stltikhorn 
shows the stem and a green m oss in 
kid©, surrounded by a layer of Jelly-like 
substance. 
Puffballs m ay i»e cooked alone In va 
1 (mis ways or used iii stew s and om ­ 
elets 
and 
for stuffing 
roast 
fowls 
When used In omelets they should !*e 
stew ed first. 
All kinds except the very 
small one should first t>e peeled and 
cut Into slices or eub©», afte r w’hieii 
they m ay lie frbnl quickly In b u tter or 
dijiped in b©aten egg and fried like 
eggplant or cooked In any of the w a r s 
recommended for the ordinary m u sh ­ 
room.
